STATEMENT or Овэкстз AND Reasons. 


The object of this Bill is to consolidate nnd 
amend the law relating to Railways in India. It 
repeals and re-enacts, with the necessary alterae 
tions and additions, Act No, XVIII of 1854, with 
the amending Act No. LII of 1860. 

The principal alterations are the following tm 

Act XVIII c 1354 only applies to the Railways 
working under the superintendence of Govern- 
ment. The present Bill applies to all Indian 
Railways and ‘Tramways, whether under the super-

and should the owner suffer the land to be taken 
possession of for the purpose of making or alter- 
ing an embankment, his only remedy for enfore- 
ing his claim to compensation for’ the loss of the 
land of which he has been deprived lies in un 
action in the Civil Court against the person who 
ig boand to provide the Jand required for such 
embankment. 

By Seotion 8 of Act XXXII of 1855 (relating to 
embankments) any applicant for the construction 
of a sluice in a public embankment must, become 
responsible for the cost, or such portion of the cost 
thereof as may be demanded from him before 
such sluice can be constructed; and although 
others may have benefited by its construction in 
as great a degreo as tho applicant, he has no 
means, under the existing law, of exacting from 
them their quota of the expense which he has 
incurred for their common advantage.

ВІЦ іп. the case of male petitioners We are of ` 
opinion, after careful consideration, that ће diffi- 
culties attending compulsory private interviews in 
cases where the convert is a female, and the hus- 
band retains his native religion, are insuperable. 
We have, therefore, provided that in such: eases 
the male respondent shall be merely interrogated 
by the Judge, ‘and that upon his reiterated refu- 
sal to cohabit with the petitioner, a decree shall 
be.made dissolving the marriage. but we have 
introduced а proviso that, if the petitioner so 
desire, the procedure shall be in all respects identi+ 
cal with that which male petitioners are bound to 
follow. 

4. The degree of respect due to infant mar- 
riages is a subject a good deol discussed in the 
papers before us. |We have not thought fit to assume 
the absolute nullity of such marriages; but we 
propose that when the parties have reached the 
age which admits of a suit being instituted under 
the Bill, the unconverted partner shall be once 
interrogated, and that, in case of a refusal to 
cohabit, a decree shall issue. 

5. We provide that there shall be no appeal 
from any of the orders passed in a suit'under the 
Bill, While the power of appeal, however limited, 
might be employed. to protract the proceedings to 
an inordinate length, we think it would be of 
little service to the ends of justice, the questions

The Mahometan commu- 
nity of Bengal, in a temperately worded petition, 
have represented that, by the law of their reli- 
gion, which is also the secular law applicable to 
marriage and divoree, the conversion of either 
husband or wife from Mahometanism entails a 
cancelment of the marriage во complete that the 
penne cannot re-marry without certain special 
malities. "They cite many passages from their 
religious writers in favor of their tproposition, 
and the greatest part of their petition is occupied 
with a representation of the consequences which 
would follow if persons who, on the assumption 
that the view taken by the petition is correct, are 
no longer husband and wife, were confronted in 
the manner directed by the Bill. As the force of 
the argument depends wholly on the soundness of 
of the legal position taken up, we have attentively 
considered the authorities cited, and have had 
them critically examined by our Hon'ble collea- 
gue, Mr. Muir, whose competency to deal with a 
question of the kind will not be disputed. We 
have convinced ourselves accordingly that the 
view taken by the Mahometan petitioners is cor- 
rect, and we find that the’ law is similarly laid 
down in English text-books of Mahometan juris- 
rudence written before the Bill was contemplated, 
nasmuch, however, as the authorities cited are 
from writers held in respect, more particularly by 
the Sunni section of Mahometans, we thought 
roper to communicate on the subject, through 
the Chief Commissioner of Oudh, with the Muj- 
tahid, the religious head of the Shiah Mahometan 
community. ‘The law laid down by him corres- 
ponds exactly with the allegations of the peti- 
tioners. Under these citeumstances, it is not 
only undesirable, but impossible, to include Ma- 
hometans in the Bill. The re-marriage of a con- 
vert to Christanity from Mabometanism is not 
forbidden by any existing law: Nor is the cele- 
bration of such marriage an illegal aet. 

10. Some attempt has been madeto shew that 
the conversion of a married person from Hindúism 
40 another religion entails.a divorce by force of 
law. We are not, however, satisfied with the 
arguments by which this view is supported, and, 
moreover, it is only maintained in the case, com- 
paratively rare in practice, where the wife ва 
convert, while the husband remains a Hindú.

The Government, hy its original engagements 
with the Zemindars, bound itself to make a certain 
annual allowance to meet the cost of the con- 
struction and repairs of certain embankments 
which the Zemindars were required to maintain, 

Subsequently it was found that the Zemindars 
were either unwilling or unable to keep these 
embankments in an efficient state and the former 
arrangement was abandoned, the Government 
withdrawing the annual allowance, and under. 
taking the construction and maintenance of the 
embankments which had up to that time been in 
the hands of the Zemindars. 

The allowance so withdrawn, however, repre- 
sented merely the estimated cost of constructing 
and repairing these embankments, and the obliga. 
tion to provide the land required for their site 
rested with the Zemindars as heretofore, 

So long as the land required for this purpose 
was the property of the persons to bo benefited 
by the construction of the embankments, no 
practical difficulty was involved in its acquisition, 
but of late years it hus frequently been aecessary

have derived no advantage. 

In such cases, should the owner of the land
